Seven Rooms, 16 Storeys 
Up, Offered for $11,000 
Per Year 


NEW YORK, May 3—The prince- 
fy pent-house home of the late Ivar 
Kreuger, used by the Swedish match 
king during his frequent visits to 
New York, may now be rented by 
anybody who can pay $11,000 a 
year for its seven rooms. 

The rent will include Jeasing the 
exquisite tapestries, the massive wal- | 
nut beds and gorgeous canopies, the 
bronze and marble statuary, the 
paintings of continental geniuses, the 
contents ‘of a well-equipped library, 
and a little room where Kreuger 
worked off excess energy by pedalling 
a stationary bicycle. 

If the next tenans do not care for 
Kreuger’s decorations, the furniture 
will be moved out and the apartment 
may be had for $9000. The lease has 
three years to run. 

The peht-house is 16 stories above 
the street, at 74th street and Park 
avenue.

SHOULD KNOW BEFORE THEY PAY 

The report of the special committee of par- 
liament that has been investigating broad- 
casting has been delayed. Fortunately the 
time for taking out new licenses for receiving 
sets has also been postponed. 

There would be no great enthusiasm among 
owners of receiving sets over having toe pay two 
dollars instead of one for the privilege of 
tuning out Canadian stations and listening to 
United States programs. 

Before they are required to buy the new 
licenses the listeners should be told what the 
future of broadcasting in Canada is to be. They 
would rather pay three dollars per year for the 
kind of programs they could be given from a 
chain of nationally-owned broadcasting sta- 
tions than two dollars for the kind they are 
getting from Canadian privately - owned 
Stations. 


A VERDICT FOR LAW 
he jury at Honolulu evidently sought to 
administer a rebuke to the slayers of Kaha- 
hawai, rather than to put them in line for a 
penalty. 
slaughter, the jury 
clemency be shown. 

That the dead man deserved to be killed is 
clear enough if the cabled summary of the 
evidence is to be accepted. But his punishment 
should have been administered by the state, 
through due process of law, not by a private 
party. That is the substance and meaning of 
the verdict. 

The jury was made up of men of many 
nationalities, representative of the much- 
mixed population of the city and the islands. 
Its insistence upon the observance of law, and 
the repudiation of private vengeance, is on 
hat account the more notable. 

The jurors perhaps felt that to condone the 
supplanting of law, even under such circum- 
stances, would invite an era of racial feuds. 
And if the supremacy of law had been officially 
waived in this case, it could not well be invoked 
in other cases. 


RELIEF WORK PLANS 

Premier Brownlee’s statement in regard to 
plans for unemployment relict work is clarify- 
ing and encouraging. He makes plain that 
Dominion assistance can be cot only for works 
carried out on a relief pay basis. 

This means that public work projects can- 
mot be undertaken on the basis of paying 
regular wages. The province and the munici- 
palities simply could not carry out such 
undertakings without federal help. 

The premier thinks it possible, however, to 
epen brush camps or other work camps where 
unemployed men will get better accommoda- 
tion than they do as “direct relief” in the 
cities, with clothing in addition to board and 
beds. That will be welcomed no doubt by the 
single unemployed men. To married men it 
means little or nothing, except that the 
removal of the single men from the cities 
would improve their chances of picking up odd 
jobs. 

It is indicated that something may be done 
toward draining areas along the A. and G. W.

ROUND SHOULDERS 

Sometimes a very tall girl consciously stoops over 
trying to look shorter, but most stoop-shouldered people 
are hardly aware that they are round shouldered until 
someone says to them, “Foy goodness sake, straighten 
your shoulders!" They make an herolo effort to jerk 
the shoulders back and two minutes later are bent 
over again. Those who have 
held this posture for a long 
time will usually need some- 
one to give them directions as 
to Just how to go about cor- 
recting their detect. 

A well-set pair of should- 
ers is an assct to anyone and 
those who are stoop-should- 
ered have longed many times 
in secret for straight, square, 
strong shoulders. Such should- 
ers are desirable in men, so 
much so that men's suits are 
often padded just for the 
purpose of simulating that 
broad-shouldered look which 
is so much admired. Women 
also need a good set of 
proves the carriage of the 
body and because no woman 

pens can carry her clothes right 
Dr. McCoy without a goo dpair of shoul- 
ders from which to hang them. Moreover, a woman 
with pretty shoulders can wear evening gowns much 
better than women with scrawny, stooped shoulders. 

Round shoulders produce many undesirable effects, 
among them being: cramping of the vital organs, in- 
cluding the Jungs, heart, stomach end liver; prevention 
of adequate breathing; as the poor psychological effect 
of round shoulders, which give any person a discour- 
aged, hopeless Jook. Round shoulders completely spoil 
& good appearance, as one with this bad posture habit 
will carry the head thrust forward, has a flat chest, 
while the whole body slumps forward and the abdomen 
bulges out in a “pot-belly." Poor shoulder position 
may cause a roll of fat to form at the nape of the neck, 
and such shoulders make one older looking; after sev- 
eral years the back may become so humped that a 
spinal curvature becomes permanently developed, 


CAUSES OF ROUND SHOULDERS 
There are three causes of round shoulders: 1. 
Wrong posture or carriage of the body. This may be- 
gin in carelessness, or may be occupational, being due 
to the kind of work done. 2. Muscular weakness, es- 
pecially of the muscles of the upper back. 3. Wrong 
iet during childhood and lack of sunlight, A psycho- 
logical cause may exist w:th any of these, for example,
